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Soldier shot dead in RamaUah

RAMALLAH. - A 29-year-old 
reserve . soldier was shot dead 
building in the heart of the West 
Bank town of Ram all ah yesterday.! 
His assailant, who fired a single 
pistol shot at point-blank range, got 
away. 

The man. Corporal Aharon Avi- 
dar, 29, of Nes Ziona. had just 
opened the gate of the building to let 
in a vehicle when he was shot. 

According to one report, he math 
aged to stagger towards another re- 
servist who was guarding the gate 
with him at the time of the attack. He 
was taken to Jerusalem's Hadassah 
Hospital, but he was dead by the 
time he arrived. 

A curfew was clamped on Ramal- 
iah and the neighbouring al-Amari 
refugee camp immediately after the 
attack, which took place just after 1 
p.m. It was lifted six hours later, 
without any confirmation that the 


assailant had been arrested. 

Yesterday's shooting was the 
latest in a series of escalating attacks 
on Jews in Judea and Samaria. 

The Itim news agency reported 
that the areas' Jewish inhabitants 
held an urgent meeting yesterday to 
discuss the deteriorating situation, 
which many of them attribute to the 
government's decision last month to 
withdraw from Lebanon in the face 
of the guerrilla campaign against the 
Israel Defence Forces there. 

The chairman of the Council of 
Jewish Settlements in Judea, Samar- 
ia and the Gaza District, Otniel 
Schneiler, arrived at the scene of 
yesterday's attack soon after it 
occurred! and is reported to have 
said that he would do what he could 
to cool things down. 

Earlier yesterday. Rabbi Moshe 
Levinger fired several shots into the 
air after his caravan was attacked by 
stone-throwing residents of the De- 
haishe refugee camp near Beth- 


lehem. Levinger is reported to have 
chased his assailants into the camp, 
where he remained for an hour and a 
half before he was removed by secur- 
ity forces. Levinger has been camp- 
ing across the road from Dehaishe 
for over three months in protest 
against the stoning of Israeli vehicles 
by the camp's residents. 

Knesset Member Binyamin Ben- 
EJiezer ( Alignment- Yahad), a for- 
mer coordinator of activities in 
Judea and Samaria, reportedly said 
last night on Israel Television that 
“in my opinion we are speaking here 
of two or three cells circulating in the 
area. I have no doubt that sooner or 
later the security forces will catch 
these killers.” 

He warned against collective 
punishment against Arabs in the 
areas, but also said he believed that 
the organizations responsible for the 
increase in armed attacks were local 
and had not penetrated from neigh- 
bouring Jordan.

Israelis travelling abroad will 
pay double the travel tax levied 
previously, plus a 15 per cent tax 
on their tickets. Those buying 
new cars will pay a 3 per cent 
levy. 

These are among the econo- 
mic measures decided on by the 
cabinet last night. 

The move followed Treasury- 
pressure to stem the outflow of 
foreign currency and increase 
government revenues. The 
announcement of the new mea- 
sures. which still require Knesset 
approval, coincides with the im- 
plementation today of the new 
price-control system that is part 
of Package Deal II. (Selected list 
of new prices, p.2) 

The deposit surcharge on’imports 


of consumer goods is to rise from 40 
per cent to 60 per cent, but there will 
be a reduction of ? per cent a month 
starting on March 1. Interest pay- 
ments on Patam dollar savings held 
for less than a year are to be abo- 
lished. 

The decisions followed two days 
of intensive discussions in the Treas- 
ury and the Industry and Trade 
Ministry, and a long debate, in both 
the economic cabinet and in a special 
session of the full cabinet. Rumours 
and contradictory reports during 
this period caused intense unrest 
throughout the economy, with the 
commercial banks estimating that 
some $50 million worth of shekels 
had flowed into Patam accounts, 
while additional large sums went to 
the black market. Some of the con- 
fused public preferred to buy im- 
ported goods in an attempt to beat 
anticipated price rises.

4 IDF soldiers wounded 
by roadside bomb near Tyre

METULLA. - Four Israeli soldiers 
were wounded yesterday, one 
seriously, by four* roadside bombs 
east of Tyre. 

The first incident occurred at 9:30 
a.m. on the road between the Shi'itc 
villages of Klayle and Zikpin. An 
Israel Defence Forces convoy of a 
safari passenger truck, an armoured 
personnel carrier and a command 
car. was travelling on the road when 
two bombs exploded simultaneous- 
ly- 

The seriously wounded soldier 
was taken to Rambam Hospital in 
Haifa. Another soldier, who sus- 
tained light injuries, was treated on 
the spot and returned to his unit. 


. Searches of the area revealed a 
third roadside bomb, which had not 
exploded. 

About an hour later, a roadside 
bomb went off, in the garage area of 
the Shi'ite village of Jou&ya. A sol- 
dier who was lightly wounded re- 
ceived treatment and’ returned to his 
unit. 

Another roadside bomb went off 
at 12:30 p.m. next to the village of 
Deir Zaharani. but there were no 
Israeli or South Lebanon Army sol- 
diers in the area. No one was hurt. 

At 4 p.m. a seven-kilogram bomb 
went off in a northeastern suburb of 
Tyre as an IDF convoy passed. A 
soldier ws lightly wounded by shrap- 
nel. He was treated and returned to 
his unit. 


Lebanese Army says it’s 
sending troops to Sidon 

BEIRUT. - The Lebanese Army 
general staff informed the Lebanese 
government Satuiday it would rede- 
ploy four companies consisting of 
1,500 troops in and near Sidon to 
preserve order after Israel with- 
draws from the city, the Lebanese 
newspaper a-Saflr reported yester- 
day. 

Two of the companies will consist 
of soldiers from. South Lebanon, 
who will be redeployed throughout 
the city. A third company will be 
recruited from the Lebanese Army's 
1st Brigade, now stationed near 
Beirut International Airport, while 
the fourth will be gleaned from the 
12th Brigade now deployed along 
the Lebanese coastal road between 
Beirut and South Lebanon. 

According to the report, the 12tb 
Brigade commander announced that 
the redeployment would occur in 
stages. (Reuter/AFP)

Prime Minister Shimon Peres sug- 
gested yesterday that the severe eco- 
nomic measures that were due to be 
announced last night will prove 
pivotal in getting more economic aid 
from the U.S. for the civilian sector, 
and in overcoming the recent reluct- 
ance of foreign financiers to do busi- 
ness in Israel. 

Addressing the Moshavim Move- 
ment at Be’er Tuvia. Peres ex- 
plained in detail the need for econo- 
mic restraint, and said that Israel is 
trying to renew former credit lines. 
He also said there is “room to hope" 
for American economic assistance 
(which h35 not yut been fixed). 

He said it is’ necessary to reduce 
the size of the civil service, but he 
would rather have civil servants 
work a five-day week than cany out' 
large-scale dismissals. 

By having civil servants go over to 
a five-day week, the prime minister 
said, some $200 million a year could 

Egypt foreign minister 
says Taba talks failed 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Esmat 
Abdel-Maguid yesterday described 
the talks on Taba with Israel last 
week in Beersheba as a failure, 
according to a Kol Yisrael report last 
night. The report said Egypt would 
now demand that the Taba problem 
be submitted to arbitration. 

Abdel-Maguid reportedly made 
the comments after meeting with 
British Foreign Secretary Geoffrey 
Howe in London.

While it is true that foreign-.^ 
currency reserves have fallen by 
S250m. monthly, he said, the fact 
remains that the dollars are going 
towards debt repayments and not 
consumption.

One said 
that the failure to slap a levy on the 
import of raw materials meant that 
the government was again concen- 
trating its efforts on improving the 
balance of payments on a very nar- 
row range of imports - those of 
consumer goods and services. 

“This is an effective, but not a 
nominal, devaluation." said 
another. He was referring to the fact 
that more shekels will be needed to 
buy foreign goods and to travel 
abroad, but that the official ex- 
change rate has not been changed.

Growth rate of JTem 
non-Jews ahead 14% 

Jerusalem's non-Jewish popula- 
tion outstripped the city's Jewish 
population in its population growth 
rate by 14 per cent since the 1972 
census, the Central Bureau of Statis- 
tics announced yesterday. 

Jerusalem's Jewish population in- 
creased since 1972 by 33 per cent to 
306,000 while its non-Jewish popula- 
tion rose by 47 per cent to 122.400. 
according to the 1983 population and 
housing census. 

With its 428.400 residents. Jeru- 
salem is the country's most populous 
city. 


prevent holders of dollar-linked 
financial assets from benefiting from 
a formal devaluation. Implementa- 
tion of the measures announced last 
night will be staggered. 

The first to come into effect will be 
the import levy. The ban on the 
importation of 55 so-called luxury 
items, introduced last October 3 and 
due to expire on April 3. will be 
lifted immediately. But the existing 
40 per cent surcharge deposit pay- 
able on these goods will be increased 
to 60 per cent. This level will hold for 
only one month. From March I. it 
will be reduced by 3 per cent every 
month for 12 months, until in Febru- 
ary 1986 it will stand at 24 per cent. 
The Treasury intends this gradual 
lowering to persuade would-be pur- 
chasers to delay buying and thus 
benefit from cheaper prices. 

The official expectation is that 
price increases stemming from this 
move will not have a significant 
impact on the consumer price index 
for this month. 

No change will be made in the 
surcharge on those goods which have 
up to now been subject to a 15 per 
cent surcharge. 

In addition to reducing the volume 
of consumer durables, and thus sav- 
ing foreign currency, it is expected 
that the higher surcharge will earn 
the Treasury some $ 150m. 

Travel tax will increase from 
IS61.400 (really about SS5 but sup- 
posedly $100) to 1S1 40,000. This will 
go into effect four days after the 
Knesset Finance Committee autho- 
rizes the increase, which will prob- 
ably be today.

Modest hikes in U.S. aid to Egypt and Jordan

WASHINGTON. - Egypt and Jor- 
dan have received modest increases 
in U.S. economic and military assist- 
ance in President Ronald Reagan's 
proposed budget submitted to Con- 
gress yesterday. 

Egypt has been slated to receive 
SSI 5 million in economic grants in 
the 1986 budget - the same amount 
appropriated last year. On the milit- 
ary side. Egypt’s aid level will be 
increased from SI. 175b. to $1.3b. 

Egypt - unlike Israel - is also 
eligible for surplus-food sales, 
known as the Public Law- 480 Prog- 
ramme. Last year, Egypt received 
S225m. in such food assistance - 
mostly grains. The new proposed 


level is $213m. 

Jordan has been targeted to re- 
ceive $95m. in military assistance - 
as compared to $90m. last year. 

As expected, only the military 
grants for Israel were officially listed 
in the lengthy foreign-aid section. 
Reagan told Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin last week that Israel 
would receive $1.8b. in military 
grams - as against $1.4b. last year. 

There was no specific sum in- 
cluded in the budget for economic 
aid to Israel, although U.S. officials 
have informed Israel that it would be 
at least $1.2b. - the same amount 
appropriated by Congress last year. 

But U.S. officials have hinted 
broadly in recent days that Israel is 
likely to receive more than that level 


as part of an emergency 
supplemental-aid package attached 
to die already-approved 1985 fiscal 
year legislation. 

The Americans are waiting to see 
some additional evidence that 
Israel’s emergency austerity prog- 
ramme is having a beneficial impact 
in reducing inflation and budget 
spending. There is little doubt, 
however, that Israel will eventually 
win some additional economic-aid 
increases. 

Egyptian officials are dis- 
appointed that their U.S. aid pack- 
age will again be smaller than 
Israel's. Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Abdel Meguid is scheduled to be in 
Washington this week for talks 
aimed at preparing the way for Presi- 


dent Hosni Mubarak's visit next 
month. 

The Egyptians have complained 
that they are not receiving as much 
economic and military assistance as 
Israel. But the Americans have 
pointed out that there was never any 
specific pledge at Camp David to 
match the two programmes. They 
also have noted that Egypt still re- 
ceives food supplements - and Israel 
does not. 

The administration, meanwhile, is 
continuing its policy review on con- 
troversial arms sales to the Middle 
East. That review is slated for be- 
tween four and six weeks, although 
no specific new sales to Saudi Arabia 
and other “moderate” Arab states 
are anticipated before May.

Knesset body to hear 
withdrawal opposition

The Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee is due today to 
consider, and perhaps vote upon, a 
resolution by Likud member David 
Magen recommending that the gov- 
ernment reconsider its January 14 
decision to withdraw from Lebanon. 

A plenum discussion of the gov- 
ernment's move, originally planned 
for this week, has been postponed 
till next week. 

In his resolution. Magen states 
that it is the sense of the committee 
that the Ministerial Defence Com- 
mittee should re-consider the with- 
drawal decision. 

The resolution also asks the min- 
isterial committee to study the pro- 
tocols of the Knesset unit's meetings 
of January 15. 21. 22 and 30, ostens- 
ibly to better gauge underlying 
opposition to the pullback among 
several committee members. 

Magen is also calling for a special 
committee meeting with Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin before the 
second stage of the withdrawal be- 
gins. (The first stage, which has 
already begun, is scheduled to be 
completed by February 18. ) 

Magen ‘s move in the Knesset 
committee - a clear challenge to 


coalition unity - came up for lively 
debate at yesterday's meeting of the 
coalition executive. There, Likud 
and Alignment spokesmen accused 
each other of ’’incitement" and 
“causing needless ferment" by mak- 
ing politically oriented statements 
on the withdrawal from Lebanon. 

Alignment faction chief Rafael 
Edri blasted Minister without Port- 
folio (and ex-defence minister) 
Moshe Arens for taking issue with 
the general staff when he said that “it 
is impossible to protect Galilee from 
within Galilee itself." The Likud's 
Ronni Milo then exclaimed: “Have 
you forgotten that it was also the 
general staff that stated in 1973 that 
the Yom Kippur War would not 
break out?" 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
told the meeting that there had been 
“only a vote, not a discussion” when 
the cabinet decided to launch the 
withdrawal. If there was disagree- 
ment among the ministers, he said, it 
was not over the need for withdrawal 
but over the effects it would have on 
the security of Israelis in the north. 

Nissim said that, following recent 
meetings with leaders of northern 
communities, he believes they sense 
“an atmosphere of abandonment - 
something we must not allow to 
develop.” 


Rabin’s surprise at Shi’ites 
scored by Knesset panel

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s 
statement in the U.S. that he had 
been surprised at the extent of 
Lebanese Shi'ite hostility towards 
Israel came under fire in the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee yesterday. 

The Alignment’s Amnon Linn 
said that the fact that a defence 
minister is taken aback by such in- 
formation is a reflection that “some- 
thing is wrong” in Israel's intelli- 
gence community. 

Yosef Sarid (Citizen's Rights 
Movement) was less oblique. He 
told the committee that if Rabin had 
been surprised, he (Sarid) was not. 
He had warned of the build-up of 
Shi’ite hatred for Israel since 
September 1982. 

Appearing before the committee. 
Vice Premier and Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir reported on the 
Israeli-Egvptian talks on Taba, 
which he described as having been 
held in a “relaxed and courteous 
atmosphere, with each side present- 
ing its own position paper.” 

Shamir said the two sides had 
agreed on the maintenance of pat- 
rols and surveillance in the disputed 
zone by the multinational force. 

On the other hand. Egypt and 
Israel were still at odds over the 
presence there of the Israeli Border 
Police, (whom the Egyptians would 
like to see replaced by the multina- 
tional force). Also. Egypt wants im- 
mediate comprehensive arbitration 
of the Taba issue, while Israel holds 
that arbitration should be held in 
stages, as stipulated in the Camp 
David accords. 

Shamir added that the Egyptian 


delegation, which be said had been 
charged solely with discussing Taba. 
refused to consider four items raised 
by Israel. These were permission for 
Israel to search for the bodies of its 
missing soldiers in Egyptian terri- 
tory: Egyptian assistance in the 
search for the lost submarine Dakar; 
the redistribution of the Arab 
population in the Canada Camp 
complex at Rafah; and Egyptian 
harassment of Israeli civilian ship- 
ping in the Gulf of Eilat. 

The Egyptian position, said Sha- 
mir, was that these questions should 
be raised at the joint military com- 
mittee. due to meet later this month. 

Asked about the burning of the 
Israeli flag near the Israeli pavilion 
’ at the Cairo International Book 
Fair. Shamir said that Ambassador 
Moshe Sasson has already registered 
a complaint with the Egyptian gov- 
ernment over the flag burning and 
the three anti-Israel demonstrations, 
which the Egyptian authorities say 
were staged by “non-Egyptians.” 

Abba Eban (Alignment) attacked 
Shamir for his remarks last week that 
Israel would never yield any part 
whatsoever of Judea and Samaria, 
even as part of a peace arrangement 
with its neighbours. According to 
Eban, Shamir, as a cabinet minister, 
should not make statements that 
clash with the “basic principles" of 
the Likud-Alignment coalition 
agreement. 

He also criticized Israel Ambassa- 
dor to the UN Binyamin Netanyahu 
for reportedly stating that control of 
Judea and Samaria was vital to 
Israel's existence. As the country's 
official representative. Eban said, 
the envoy should have made it clear 
that there are two opposing views on 
this question among Israelis. 


47,000 sought work last month

About 47,000 Israelis were look- 
ing for work last month, but nearly 
4.000 jobs went begging, mainly in 
the citrus industry. The January fi- 
gure. which is an updated total of 
registered job-seekers issued yester- 
day by the State Employment Ser- 
vice. represents an increase of 4.7 
per cent in the unemployment rate 
since December. 


The new figures, taken together 
with the 8 per cent January increase 
in the number of jobless who qual- 
ified for unemployment compensa- 


tion. reveal a steadily deteriorating 
employment situation. A further in- 
dication is the 6,280 persons who 
received income maintenance from 
the National Insurance Institute in 
January, a 13 per cent increase over 
December. 

But among the 47.000 job- 
seekers, there” were 4.321 people 
who refused jobs, thereby disqual- 
ifying themselves from receiving un- 
employment compensation. Em- 
ployers offered 18,644 new jobs via 
local labour exchanges in January, 
an increase of over 3 per cent com- 
pared to December; but 1.662 of 
these jobs went unfilled. 


TV, radio licence fees going up

Television and radio licence fees 
are going up from the equivalent of 
S45 to S60 a year, the Israel Broad- 
casting Authority management com- 
mittee decided yesterday. 

Deputy chairman David Admon 
opposed the rise as too steep, given 
the erosion in average family in- 
comes. but he was overruled by the 
other six members of the committee. 

A budget of S51 million for the 
1985/86 fiscal year was approved. 

The IBA's internal administration 
had proposed $60m., based on an 
estimated expenditure of $45m. plus 
repayment of a loan to the Treasury 
(which last week made IS 1.4b. avail- 


able to meet the IB A payroll), re- 
placement of equipment, transmis- 
sion fee to the Bezek Telecom- 
munications Company and miscel- 
laneous debts. Projected income for 
the next year is S40m. The budget for 
the current fiscal year was S42m. 

Reportingon theTreasury'sinitial 
refusal to provide for the salaries of 
the IBA's 1.600 employees. FBA 
director-general Uri Porat revealed 
that Education and Culture Minister 
Yitzhak Navon, who is responsible 
for the implementation of the 
Broadcasting Law. will deal with the 
wage problem at ministerial level. 

The IBA was unable to pay salar- 
ies for the second consecutive month 
because it could not obtain further 
bank credit on its ISl.2b. overdraft. 


Herzog, Katzir attend new Ort school ceremony

CARMIEL. - The foundation of the 
100th Ort school in Israel was 
marked yesterday when President 
Chaim Herzog and former president 
Professor Ephraim Katzir took part 
in a cornerstone- laying ceremony 
here for the International On Insti- 
tute of Technology - named after the 
late Max Braude, former director- 
general of the World Ort Union. 

The new school is costing $14 
million to build on a 140 dunam plot, 
and is scheduled for completion in 
the I9S7/S fiscal year. It has been 
designed by architect Hanoch Sha- 
pira. an Ort graduate. 


The institute will offer a wide 
range of technological subjects in- 
cluding electronics, computer scien- 
ce, robotics, physics, electronic op- 
tics and hiochemistjy. while emph- 
asizing Jewish values and traditions. 
Dormitories, for the use of students 
from the Diaspora, are to be added 
later. 

The institute is designed to com- 
plement a project to promote high 
technology in Galilee.

Peres asks for legal ruling 
on postings in state firms

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
yesterday asked Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir for a legal opinion on 
the appointments in a state corpora- 
tions of employees below the rank of 
director-general. 

Peres also circulated a letter among 
all ministers asking them not to 
propose or implement such appoint- 
ments until Zamir submits his ruling. 

Peres made his two requests after 
Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon's announcement that he in- 
tends to appoint deputy directors- 
general for manpower in Israel Che- 
micals and other state corporations. 

Peres's initiative is understood to 
come at the suggestion of Energy 
Minister Moshe Shahal. who often 


advises the prime minister on mat- 
ters that have a legal connotation. 
Shahal is thought to believe that 
Sharon's proposed appointment 
would violate the State Corporation 
Law. 

Appearing before the Knesset 
State Control Committee to discuss 
appointments yesterday. Sharon 
confirmed that* he had* acted to 
appoint members of Herut to posi- 
tions of deputy director-general of 
Israel Chemicals and its subsidiaries 
“in an effort to end the discrimina- 
tion against Likud people, who in 
the past have been kept out of that 
company's management." 

Sharon told the committee that in 
his opinion the appointments do not 
violate the law and are similar to 
political appointments made by the 
Labour Party.

Budget cuts could wreck 

gov’t, Kessar warns

TEL AVIV. - Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar warned 
yesterday that the government will 
not survive the consequences of its 
proposed budget cuts unless new 
jobs are created and growth is fos- 
tered. 

The planned cuts will mean the 
loss of 30.000 jobs, and the govern- 
ment has not provided for the 
absorption of workers in industry. 
Kessar said in his opening address to 
the Histadrut's 103rd convention. 

He said that the Histadrut would 
not accept the addition of 30,000 
workers to the ranks of the unem- 
ployed. and that unemployment of 
such magnitude would mean the end 
of any government, be it Labour. 
Likud or national unity. 

Yesterday’s convention session 
was devoted to Kessar's address and 
a debate on Israel’s economic and 
social situation. Today, the conven- 
tion will vote on proposals by the 
convention preparations committee 
to alter the Histadrut regulations 
regarding elections, and other mat- 
ters. 

In a wide-Tan ging review of recent 


economic developments. Kessar 
attacked the government's failure to 
come up with a comprehensive eco- 
nomic policy 1 , and defended the His- 
ladrui s role in reaching the (wo 
economic package deals. 

Displaying what are likely to be 
the Alignment faction’s tactics in the 
forthcoming Histadrut elections. 
Kessar maintained that the plight of 
the workers would have been far 
worse than at present if the Histad* 
rut had not signed the package deals. 
He implied that the workers had got 
off cheaply in view of what the 
Treasury had had in mind for them. 

He disclosed that Finance Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Moda'i had opposed the 
economic agreements, and had 
proposed, in place of the second 
agreement, that the government 
abolish subsidies in one swoop ami 
massively devalue the shekel. 

Speaking after Kessar. Likud fac- 
tion chairman Ya'acov Sbamai ac- 
cused Kessar of forming an alliance 
with Manufacturers Association 
President Eli Hurvitz in the interest 
of private industry and Hevrat 
Ha’ovdim. the Histadrut's economic 
arm. and not on behalf of the work- 


ers. 


Habad principal may be charged

The principal of the Upper 
Nazareth Habad school may face 
charges of dereliction of duty if he 
does not enrol Ethiopian pupils in 
the school.

fine. 

The Habad Hassidic movement, it 
is understood, has forbidden the 
school to accept the pupils until their 
“status as true Jews" has been estab- 
lished by a decision of their rabbis, 
most of whom live abroad. 

Earlier this week Education 
Ministry director-general Eliezer 
Shmueli said it is “unthinkable that a 
school receiving government fund- 
ing should accept its instructions 
from outside Israel.” Shmueli said 
the ministry will withdraw its sup- 
port if the school does not accept the 
Ethiopian children. 


Youth Aliya emissary 
dies in Brazil accident

was killed last Thrusday in a road 
aeddentin Brazil, is to be buried this 
afternoon at this kibbutz.

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.Mengele’s victims on witness stand

A partial picture of the personality 
of Auschwitz camp doctor Josef 
Mengele emerged yesterday as Jew- 
ish twins on whom he conducted 
experiments testified at Yad 
Vashem on the first day of the inter- 
national conference called for that 
purpose. Other former concentra- 
tion camp prisoners also testified . 

The panel before which the wit- 
nesses testified consisted of .Yad 
Vashem council chairman Gideon 
Hausner: Simon Wiesenthal of the 
Vienna Documentation Centre; 
Prof. Telford Taylor, prosecutor at 
the Nuremberg war-crimes trial; 
Hebrew University history Professor 
Yehuda Bauer; Rafi Eitan, an ex- 
pert oo fighting lecrxorism; and 
Washington University genetics pro- 
fessor Arno Motulsky. 

_ The role of interrogator was taken 
by advocate Zvi Terlo, who had 
helped prepare the case against 
Adolf Fi chm ann 23 years ago. 

The first to take the witness stand 
was Simone Veil, a former president 
of the European Parliament, who at 
the age of 16V2 was was deported to 
Auschwitz from France. “I decided 
to give my testimony for the sake of 
the future, to help others to under- 
stand. if that is possible,” Veil said. 

She described her arrival at the 
camp with her parents and sister and 
the systematic process of depersona- 
lization and total humiliation. This 
started with the selection for work 
(about 20 per cent) or immediate 
gassing (about 80 per cent) that 
Mengele made on the prisoners' 
arrival. 

Mengele was seen from a different 
angle by white-haired Ella Lingens, 
a Christian physician from Vienna. 
On February 20, 1943, Lingens was 
taken to Auschwitz after being de- 
nounced for sheltering Jews and 
helping them escape to Switzerland. 

"In the camp I was in a triply 


privileged position, as a German, as 
anon-Jew and as a doctor," she said. 

During one of bis conversations 
with her, Mengele said that there 
were only two gifted nations in the 
world - die Germans and the Jews. 
"The question is which one will 
dominate.” 

Lingens was not involved in 
Mengele’s experiments. But she 
gave a dnUmg example of his ntth- 
tessness. After other efforts to contain 
spotted fever had failed , he ordered 
an entire block cleared by sending all 
its 600*700 inmates to the gas cham- 
bers. Then he had the barracks disin- 
fected and populated by the thor- 
oughly deloused prisoners in 
another block. This process was re- 
peated many times and spotted fever 
was brought under control. 

Vera Alexander, of Safad, told 
the panel that she had arrived at 
Auschwitz in April 1942 at the age of 
19 from her native Czechoslovakia. 
She eventually became a blokowa 
(block warden) in a barracks housing 
female German criminals and prosti- 
tutes. 

“My block was a quarantine 
block. One day Mengele called me 
about the typhus among my wards, 
and not knowing him, I answered 
him with some sarcasm,” she said. 
"He threw me out of his office and 
called me Du schwarzes gift, but he 
did not send roe into the gas. At 
other times he even joked with me, 
as when he asked whether 1 and my 
girls were all virgins,” she said. 

For a while Alexander was in 
charge of a special barracks housing 
about 100 gypsy twins, aged three to 
five. The block and the children had 
to be spotlessly dean. The youngs- 
ters got good food and fancy clothing 
taken from the bulging warehouses. 
They slept on white sheets and had 
toys, night potties and sometimes 
even candy. On one inspection 
Mengele complained about the fact 


that one’ little girl's stockings had 
fallen to her ankles. 

Alexander did not know what ex- 
periments were carried out on the 
twins. She was only able to say that 
after she was transferred to another 
block, they all disappeared one day. 

Other witnesses included Vera 
Kriegel, who with her twin sister 
Olga underwent tests involving in- 
jections, drops in her eyes and spinal 
punctures. 

Other twins who testified included 
Jeanette Levy-Rosenberg. from 
Holland; Zerah Taub, of Rishon 
Lezion; Stephanie Heller, of Mel- 
bourne, and Moshe David, of Jeru- 
salem. Miriam Sass was 13 when she 
came to Auschwitz and met Mengele 
when she worked as a nurse with her 
physician mother. 

At one stage during the proceed- 
ings, which throughout held the au- 
dience spellbound, there were pro- 
tests against lawyer Terlo. who 
seemed to be cutting witnesses short. 

Hausner found it necessary to ex- 
plain that with 30 witnesses sche- 
duled to be heard over three days, 
there had to be some time limits, and 
that Terlo was questioning each wit- 
ness on a particular aspect of his/her 
experiences. The members of the 
panel, perhaps having time limita- 
tions in mind, made only sparing use 
of their privilege to ask the witnesses 
questions. 

The audience was filled to the last 
seat (256) and an overflow crowd of 
about 50 watched the proceedings on 
closed-circuit television from the 
Holocaust art gallery adjacent to the 
auditorium. There were about 14 
television crews and many print 
journalists. 

During the afternoon a sympo- 
sium on "The influence of the Holo- 
caust on the second and third gen- 
erations" drew a large audience of 
young people. The taking of testi- 
mony from twins and others con- 
tinues today and tomorrow. 


200,000 trees to be planted for Tu Bishvat

Thousands of Ethiopian olim, as 
well as schoolchildren, soldiers, 
elderly people and even prisoners 
are to plant saplings tomorrow for 
Tu Bishvat, which begins tonight. 

Tu Bishvat - the 15th day of the 
Jewish month of Shvat - is referred 
to in the Talmud as the New Year’s 
Day for Trees. 

According to the Jewish National 
Fund, 200,000 trees are to be planted 
around the country. Emphasis is to 
be placed on variety this year, with 
other species supplementing the ubi- 
quitous Cyprus and pine. 

Special types of trees suitable for 
an arid climate are to be distributed ■ 
in Eilat. Trees are also to be given 
out to residents -of disadvantaged 


neighbourhoods to help them 
beautify their surroundings. 

In Jerusalem, the Ben-Yehuda 
Mall is to be decorated, and there is 
to be constant entertainment and 
plants for sale from 10a.m. to 5p.m. 
A similar event is to take place in 
Haifa near Beit Rothschild from 9 to 
5. 

In Beeersheba, the festivities are 
to be held next Monday in Rehov 
Keren Kayemet from noon on. 

The central tree-planting cere- 
mony in Jerusalem is to take place on 
Mt. Scopus at 10 a.m., and the main 
ceremony for the Tel Aviv area is 
scheduled for the Ben-Shemen 
amphitheatre at 9.30 a.m. 

. Another holiday event is to be the 
dedication Of the new offices of the 
Jerusalem branch of the Association 


of Americans and Canadians in 
Israel at 6 Rehov Mane, from 4 to 
8p.m. 

In honour of the holiday, school- 
children have contributed bags of 
dried fruit and nuts for distribution 
to the less fortunate. 

The Knesset yesterday celebrated 
its 36th anniversary with the by-now 
traditional debate in which the na- 
tion's legislators try to assess them- 
selves and their work.

The Heart of Tel Aviv’ 
pulsating with life again

Tel Aviv’s dilapidated and de- 
pleted city centre is experiencing a 
population increase for tbe first time 
since 1964, Mayor Shlomo Lahat 
announced at a news conference 
yesterday. 

The municipality's "Heart of Tel 
Aviv" project launched three years 
ago to attract young people back to 
the inner city area bordered approx- 
imately by Ben-Zion Avenue, King 
George St.. Sheinkin St. and Roth- 
schild Boulevard, has apparently 
garnered it some 1,300 new resi- 
dents. 42 per cent of them young 
families. The total population count 
for the area is now 12,300, the num- 
ber it was five years ago. although far 
from the 21,000 registered there in 
1964. 

During the past two decades, the 
heart of Tel Aviv was gradually 
abandoned because of run-down 
conditions and lack of services. 
Dilapidated buildings were aban- 
doned, and were illegally replaced 
by hundreds of offices. Apartment 
buildings, schools and nursery 


schools dosed and the number of 
children in the area decreased by SO 
per cent. 

The municipality announced it has 
filed suits against 526 offices situated 
illegally in the area and intends by 
this to force them out. A five-year- 
old municipal by-law forbids offices 
to be established in apartment build- 
ings. 

City Hall has renovated Engel 
Street and intends to clamp “Denver 
Boots" on any car parked there that 
does not belong to one of its resi- 
dents. The next street slated for 
renovation is Gilboa. 

Project architect Adam Mazor 
said the project is helping to pre- 
serve architecturally unusual or uni- 
que structures in the quarter, which 
he called a "museum site." 

Single persons living in the area, 
however, complained that City Hall 
helps only married couples, and that 
students and singles, who constitute 
the majority of the new residents, 
get no encouragement. These resi- 
dents believe thar the area is 
flourishing despite City Hall, not 
because of it. 


Gur-Arye takes job fight to High Court 


Binyamin Gur-Arye, the man at 
the centre of tbe storm over the post 
of adviser on Arab affairs to tbe 
prime minister ..yesterday sought the 
High Court of Justice’s intervention 
in his effort to get himself reinstated 
in the post from which be was disqiis- 
sed at the beginning of last month. 

Last Friday, the National Labour 
Court overturned an interim injunc- 
tion issued by the Tel Aviv Labour 
Court which had forbidden the gov- 
ernment to dismiss him pending 
further discussion. Tie National 
Labour Court agreed to the state's 


proposal that Gur-Arye go on paid 
leave, with his title intact, until the 
case in the Tel Aviv court ‘is com- 
pleted. 

1 The state argued that Gur-Arye’s 
job is being eliminated within the 
framework of a new policy towards 
Israel's Arab population. 

Gur-Arye's application to the 
High Court says that the National 
Labour Court had gone beyond what 
it had been asked to deal with in 
cancelling the Tel Aviv court's 
order, which he seeks to restore 
intact. (Itim)

Government hospitals were given 
IS2S billion by the Health Ministry 
last week. But this was barely 
enough to pay suppliers and thus 
ensure the near-bankrupr hospitals a 
little more credit. The money they 
received came from the Histadrut's 
Kupat Holim Clalit in settlement of 
its debt to the ministry. 

Yesterday, the ministry spokes- 
man Shmuc! Elerabli told The Jeru- 
salem Post that with the worst of the 
pressure off the hospitals, the minis- 
try can concentrate on deciding what 
ro close and what to curtail in order 
to maintain health services in the 
coming fiscal year with a budget cut 
by about 15 percent. 

Specific measures will probably 


not be announced until later this 
week, but anticipated steps include 
closing some outpatient depart- 
ments to avoid duplication, curtail- 
ing some hospital services by closing 
departments and referring patients 
for specialized treatment" to other 
facilities, and a sharing programme 
obliging hospitals with specialized 
services to treat patients referred by 
smaller hospitals. 

Elgrabli said that despite last 
week's cash Injection, many large 
hospitals are still seriously 
short of reserve supplies. Smaller 
hospitals report much vital equip- 
ment is out of service because the 
money was not enough to pay for 
repairs. Elgmbii said little more cash 
can be expected until the beginning 
of April, when the new budget goes 
into effect. 


TA rape cases stymie police

The rape of a 40-year-old woman 
in Ramat Aviv on Sunday night 
brought to 12 the number of rapes 
reported recently in the area of Tel 
Aviv's Basel and Sokolow streets 
and in Ramat Aviv. But the police 
remain stymied in their search for 
the criminal or criminals although a 
number of suspects have been 
arrested. 

Sunday night's attack took place 
as the woman was taking a short-cut 
on a tree-lined path between Tagore 
and Rav Ashi streets. Her assailant 
threatened to mutilate her face and 
kill her if she resisted. The woman 
required physical and psychological 
treatment after the attack. The de- 
scription she gave the police did not 
tally with that given by other rape 
victims in North Tel Aviv. 

Most of the rapes were committed 
late at night, by a man who broke 
into the apartments of women living 
alone. Little other physical violence, 
has been used, though the women 
sav the attackers threatened to harm 


them if they resisted. In one inst- 
ance. the rapist threatened hisuciim 
with a knife, and then left it on her 
bedside table when he left. 

The women have been unable to 
give accurate descriptions of their 
assailants, but some mentioned an 
Arab accent, a detail that has guided 
the police in arresting suspects. 

, The investigation has been ham- 
pered by the failure of many rape 
victims to report the attack to the 
police. 

Women living in North Tel Aviv 
say they are afraid to leave or return 
home alone late at night. Most streei 
are unlit, due to municipal economy 
measures. 

Another form of sexual harass- 
ment was reported by a number of 
women who. on entering their apart- 
ment building were accosted by a 
* red-haired young man. sometimes in 
army uniform, who usually said, 
“there’s a nail in your boot, let me 
take it out." then started kissing 
their boots ardently. He has run off 
when the women called for help.

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Libyan delegation in Athens 
to negotiate arms purchases 


ATHENS ( AP). - A Libyan delega- 
tion has arrived in Greece to negoti- 
ate the purchase of Greek military 
hardware, the government spokes- 
man said yesterday. 

He said the talks were part of a 
$500 million “protocol” for sales of 
Greek military equipment to Libva. 

Implementation of the Greek- 
Libyan protocol is proceeding at a 
satisfactory pace." she said. 

The protocol was signed by deputy 
defence minister Pafsanias Zakoli- 
kos in Tripoli. Libya, last month. 
Secretary for External Security 
Vounis Belaqassim all signed the 
document for Libya. 


There were no details of types or 
amounts of military equipment in- 
volved in the deal. 

But Defence Ministry officials 
said that Greece was keen to sell 
Libya Greek-made military trucks, 
anti-aircraft systems and naval pat- 
rol craft. 

The spokesman said that orders 
from the Libyans were expected 
eventually to reach $1 billion. He 
added that the arms-sale protocol 
was not connected with a $1 billion 
economic and trade agreement 
signed between Premier Andreas 
Papandreou and Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi in Tripoli last 
September. 


Indian ‘spymaster’ admits 
sold secrets for 25 years 


NEW DELHI (AP). - The alleged 
kingpin in India’s spy scandal testi- 
fied yesterday he had sold secret 
documents to France. Poland and 
the German Democratic Republic 
for the past 25 years, court sources 
said. 

Coomar Narain. a New Delhi 
businessman identified in press re- 
ports as the key figure in India's 
biggest spy case since independence, 
made a two-hour confessional state- 
ment before a metropolitan magis- 
trate. 

Narain testified in closed court, 
but sources who read the statement 
provided details of the confession. 

While identifying France, Poland 
and the GDR. Narain identified at 
least three diplomats but sources 
declined to reveal their names, 
saying it would hamper the inves- 
tigations. 

The U.S., Soviet Union and China 
were not involved, he testified. 

But two civil servants in charge of 
foreign loans and defence produc- 
tion asked to take leave before retir- 
ing after the arrest of their aides on 
suspicion of spying, authoritative 
sources said. 

Finance Ministry additional 
secretary' J.S. Baijal and defence 
production secretary M.C. Sarin 
were requested to take leave after 
their personal assistants were 


arrested by the police. 

Narain said he sold secret docu- 
ments relating to India's defence, 
commerce and political situation, 
the sources said. 

Narain said he sold the secrets to 
the three embassies in return for 
their help in getting his company 
foreign contracts. 

“I did this job for my company, 
which made millions of rupees. I too 
made lakhs (hundreds of thousands 
of rupees, the equivalent of tens of 
thousands of dollars).'' he was 
quoted as saying. 

Frances's deputy military attache, 
identified as a key figure working for 
foreign intelligence buyers, was re- 
called to Paris last month in connec- 
tion with the case. The French 
ambassador. Serge Boidevaix. also 
has been recalled and is expected to 
leave for Paris this week. 

Narain reportedly named all 15 
persons, including 12 government 
employees, arrested in connection 
with the espionage ring. The govern- 
ment contacts would give him copies 
of the classified documents, which 
he would pass on to embassies, the 
report said. 

Narain said he worked with active 
and retired government officials for 
the past 25 years. “I used to win over 
the successors,” he was quoted as 
saying. 


‘Dramatic return to work’ 
by 2,200 British coal miners 


LONDON (AP). - More than 2,200 
coal miners broke their 10-month- 
old strike and went to work yester- 
day in what management called “a 
dramatic return to work,” following 
the collapse of the latest initiative to 
settle the dispute. * • ;* 

A spokesman for the state-nm 
National Coal Board. Eddie Mar- 
dell, said the number was still in- 
creasing, and was expected to grow 
significantly as men turned up for 
shifts later in the day. 

He said it was the biggest turnout 
since November 19 last year, when 
2,338 men returned over a 24-hour 
period. 

There was no indication of picket 
line violence, despite fears reported 
by the Times of London of a police 
alert in case the strikers tried to 
block the return to work by force. 

The heaviest turnout appeared to 
be in the northern county’ of York- 
shire, the bastion of the strike, the 
coal board said. 


The extent of strike breaking this 
week is regarded as the acid test of 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher's 
refusal to compromise with the min- 
ers over plans to close 20 money- 
losing pits at a cost of some 20,000 
jobs. " 

The board says it believes that as 
miners come to realize they will win 
no concessions, more and more will 
go back to work, having lost faith in 
the leader of the National Union of 
Mineworkers, Arthur Scargill. who 
engineered the strike. 

The coal board says miners who go 
back to work this week qualify for 
tax-free earnings and vacation pay 
up to the end of March, an additional 
incentive to miners who have been 
surviving on welfare for almost a 
year. 

The latest returnees brought the 
coal board's count of working miners 
to about 81,000 of the union's 
187.000 members. The union claims 
80 per cent of its members are on 
strike. 


Three Yugoslav intellectuals jailed 


BELGRADE (Reuter). - Three 
Yugoslav intellectuals were jailed 
for terms of from one to two years 
yesterday after being found guilty of 
spreading propaganda hostile to the 
state. 

Scriptwriter Miodrag Mi lie. 55. 
was sentenced to two years; 
sociologist Milan Nikolic, 37, to 


years, and radio technician Drago- 
mir Olujic. 36. to one year. 

Presiding Judge Zoran Stojkovic. 
pronouncing judgement, told the 
trio that they had been found guilty 
of “verbally, or in writing, falsely 
and maliciously depicting the Yugos- 
lav system and insulting the Yugos- 
lav leadership.” 


Greek police 
watching borders 
for bar bomber 

ATHENS (Reuter). - Greek air- 
port, harbour and border police 
were on the lookout yesterday for a 
young man they suspect planted a 
bomb in an Athens bar that injured 
SO persons, mostly U.S. servicemen, 
on Saturday. " 

A police spokesman said the sus- 
pect is a swarthy man of medium 
height, with short dark hair, aged 
25-30 and speaking good English but 
poor Greek. 

Thirteen injured U.S. servicemen 
were airlifted to a U.S. hospital io 
West Germany, and at least five 
were still in serious condition yester- 
day, U.S. sources said. 

A telephone caller told a Greek 
newspaper the bomb was placed in 
Boby’s Bar in the seaside suburb of 
Glyfada by a group called '"National 
Front” to protest against what it sees 
as U.S. complicity in the Turkish 
occupation of northern Cyprus. 

According to eyewitnesses, the 
blast took place soon after a man 
with a shopping bag. who had come 
into the bar late on Saturday, had 
left. 

Police sources said the group's 
title and their threat of more attacks 
on places frequented by “Helladic 
and American people” suggested a 
far-right Cypriot group but there was 
no independent evidence for this. 

Helladic means mainland Greek 
as opposed to Greek Cypriot. 

S. Korean exile 

welcomes 

semi-pardon 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - South 
Korean opposition leader Kim Dae 
Jung welcomed a government state- 
ment yesterday that he would not be 
jailed on returning home and urged 
President Chun Doo Hwan to grant 
an amnesty to all political prisoners. 

“I recognize this government’s 
disclosure as the beginning of a 
reasonable attitude,” Kim said by 
telephone from his home near 
Washington. 

Kim. 59, released in 1982 from a 
20-year jail sentence for sedition to 
travel to the U.S. for medical treat- 
ment. is due to fly home for the first 
time in 2 Vi years on Friday. 

The former presidential candidate 
said he feared the government might 
place him under bouse arrest or have 
him closely watched. 

“I note... that there is no mention 
in the government's statement as to 
whether I can avoid house arrest or 
surveillance, which would deprive 
me of freedom,” said Kim, urging 
the government to clarify the posi- 
tion. 

“I call on the government to take 
this opportunity to restore the full 
political freedom of all present and 
past political prisoners and banned 
politicians by granting them amnes- 
ty. the restoration of civil rights and 
the removal of any restrictions on 
their political activities," he said. 

Kim said he was also worried by 
information he had received that 
government agents twice visited the 
house of his eldest son in Seoul 
yesterday “under the pretence of 
security.” 


Frank Oppenheimer 
A-bomb pioneer, at72 

SAUSALITO, California (AP). — 
Dr. Frank Oppenheimer, a land- 
mark researcher in nuclear and 
cosmic-ray physics and a member of 
the Manhattan Project, has died af- 
ter a two-month battle with lung 
cancer. He was 72. 

Oppenheimer. who died early 
Sunday at bis home, helped plan and 
conduct the first test of the atomic 
bomb, directed by his brother. J. 
Robert Oppenheimer. Frank 
Oppenheimer became a staunch 
opponent of nuclear weapons after 
World War II. 


‘Russians considered A-bomb against Chinese’ 

Defector says he spied for U.S. 



NEW YORK (Reuter). - Arkady 
Shevchenko, the senior Soviet diplo- 
mat whose 1978 defection to the 
U.S. caused a sensation, said yester- 
day he worked as a U.S. spy for 32 
months before openly breaking with 
Moscow. 

Shevchenko, a protege of Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko and for- 
mer under secretary-general of the 
UN appeared on the CBS television 
programme 60 minutes in advance of 
publication of his book. Breaking 
with Moscow. 

Excerpts from the 378-page book, 
giving an insider’s view of the Krem- 
lin during the Khrushchev through 
Brezhnev years, also were published 
yesterday in Timem agazine. 

The CBS programme included an 
interview with Senator Daniel Pat- 
rick Moynihan, America’s UN 
ambassador in late 1975, when Shev- 
chenko expressed a desire to defect. 


Moynihan said the U.S. suspected 
it might be a trick and decided to test 
the Russian. 

Said Shevchenko: “I thought 
maybe I could stay for a very short 
period of time, get exactly what they 
wanted... I never had an idea of a 
long period of spying but since I was 
several months with them, what can 
I do, you know, and they could even 
betray me to the Soviets.” 

He said his principal task was to 
give his Central Intelligence Ageocy 
handlers, who eventually rented a 
fiat in his New York building to 
avoid Soviet detection, details on 
how Moscow would react to world 
events. 

“In a period of detente in Latin 
America, I in advance been (sic), 
telling what was going on between 
Cuba and the Soviet Union and what 
their future plans (were) in Central 
America," Shevchenko said. 


adding: , 

“Of course as far as the United 
Nations, the United States always 
knew in advance what would be 
every position on how the Soviet 
Union will vote on..." 

The CBS programme said he gave 
top-secret Soviet position papers to 
U.S. Salt II talk negotiators in the 
1970s. 

On CBS and in the book excerpts. 
Shevchenko said he is convinced 
Moscow does not want a major con- 
frontation with the U.S. and does 
not intend to use nuclear weajsons. 

In 1969, however, during Soviet- 
Chinese border clashes, be said 
Soviet Defence Minister Marshal 
Andrei Grechko proposed use of a 
nuclear bomb known as "the block- 
buster” against the Chinese. But he 
said the marshal . whom he called 'a 
dim-witted martinet," was overruled 
by civilian leaders. ‘ 


Nothing tongue-in-cheek about this Malay-Indian festival 


BATU CAVES, Malaysia (Reuter). -Malaysian Indians 
embedded hooks into their flesh and pierced their cheeks 
and tongues with steel skewers yesterday to celebrate 
Tbaipusam, the Hindu festival of penance. 

Thousands of Malaysia's 1.3 million Indians flocked to 
these towering limestone caves near the capital, Kuala 
Lumpur, for the annual pilgrimage of pain and repent- 
ance. 

Entranced devotees carried huge metal and wooden 
frames secured to their back with spikes and strings 
attached to steel hooks embedded in their flesh. 

The hooks draw no blood and leave no. scar when 
removed. 

Men sweating and often foaming at the mouth carried 
the frames called Kavadis up the 272 steps leading to the 
temple inside the main cave. 

Many walked to the caves behind an ox-drawn silver 
chariot bearing the image of Lord Subram ani am from 


the main Hindu temple in Kuala Lumpur. They vowed to 
carry a Kavadi in return for the recovery of a sick relative 
or the end. of some misfortune. 

After bathing seven tunes in a nearby muddy river the 
penitents were put into trance by a priest. 

One youth stared wild-eyed as a priest shoved an oiled 
1.5 metre metal skewer through his cheeks. Many 
women and children pushed smaller skewers through the 
tongue. 

Some devotees covered chest and back with scores of 
books. Others walked on the blades of swords and 
scourged themselves with chains and knotted ropes. 

Even some Chinese and westerners carried small 
Kavadis. Australian Carl Belle, a former diplomat in 
Malaysia, was making his fourth pilgrimage. He vowed 
to carry a Kadavi five times after a god appeared to him 
in a dream. He said be felt no pain, but found inner 
strength and tranquillity. 


Libya delays release of four Britons 40 fadiansblmded after 


LONDON (Reuter). - Libya yester- 
day postponed for 24 hours the re- 
lease of four Britons detained since 
the breakdown of relations between 
London and Tripoli 10 months ago, 
the Foreign Office said. 

The four, held since a police siege 
at the Libyan embassy in London in 
April, were due to be freed yester- 
day as a result of mediation efforts 
by an envoy of the Anglican 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Robert 
Runcie. 

The Foreign Office quoted the 
British consul in Tripoli as saying 
that the delay was due to “unfore- 


seen circumstances.” 

In Manchester, four Libyans 
pleaded not guilty to conspiring to 
cause explosions in Britain. 

British officials earlier expressed 
fears that the trial might affect the 
release of the four Britons - en- 
gineers Robin Pl umm er and Mal- 
colm Anderson, lecturer Michael 
Berdinner, and teacher Alan Rus- 
sell. 

The four were detained after Bri- 
tain cut ties with Tripoli and expelled 
its diplomats after shots fired from 
the Libyan embassy in London killed 
a policewoman. 


Iran quakes topple 1,000 buildings 


TEHERAN (Reuter). - About 
1.000 buildings were destroyed and 
500 others damaged by earthquakes 
in the southern Iranian town of Fath- 
Abad, the Iranian news agency Irna 
said yesterday. - 
One person died and about 100 


others were injured in the quakes 
Sunday which measured 5.6 degrees 
on the Richter scale. 

Irna said Fath-Abad, 30 
kilometres southwest of Shiraz in 
Fars Province, was the worst hit. The 
town has a population of 40,000 - 


‘Butcher of Teheran’ replaced as prosecutor 


TEHERAN (Reuter). - The man 
responsible for the trial and execu- 
tion of thousands, following Iran's 
revolution in 1979. has been re- 
placed as revolutionary prosecutor, 
a spokesman for the judicial council 
said yesterday. 

Assadollah Ladjavardi. who re- 
cently acknowledged that many cal- 
led him the “butcher of Teheran,” 


had held the post for about four 
years and operated from the noto- 
rious Evin Prison in northern Teher- 
an. 

His replacement, by a religious 
judge from Mashad, Hojatoleslam 
Razini, follows recent controversy 
over his policy of refusing to release 
prisoners until, in effect, they were 
turned into Moslem fundamental- 
ists. 


Soviet official, ‘goes missing’ in Manila 


MANILA (Reuter). - A Soviet offi- 
cial. who arrived in Manila two 
weeks ago to take part in an exhibi- 
tion of chemical products, has dis- 
appeared and is believed to have 
defected. Philippine government 
sources said yesterday. 

The sources said the official. Vla- 
dimir Ivanov, who was part of a 
six-member delegation, had estab- 
lished contact with the U.S. embassy 
in Manila to seek political asylum. 


Government sources said Ivanov 
arrived on January 19. He was last 
seen leaving a hotel at 5.30 a.m. on 
January 21. 

They said he left behind a note for 
his wife, which said only; “I love you 
Tanya.” 

His wife is believed to have writ- 
ten to Mrs. Imelda Marcos, wife of 
the Philippine president, seeking 
help in finding her husband. 


cataract operations 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - At least 
40 persons went blind after opera- 
tions to remove cataracts at a camp 
in India's eastern state of Bihar, the 
United News of India said yesterday. 

The news agency said 168 persons 
had the eye operations last month at 
a free camp organized by a charity. 

It quoted the patients who went 
blind as saying that they were not 
given proper post-operative care or 
anti-infection drugs. Some patients 
also complained they were not pro- 
vided with free spectacles after their 
operation. 

An eye doctor who examined the 
victims said they were not examined 
carefully enough before the opera- 
tions, or kept under medical supervi- 
sion for six weeks afterwards as they 
should have been, UNI added. 

An estimated nine million people 
in India are hlind,,and.at. least, 45 
millibn have defective sight. Catar-. 
act is one of the main caiises’of adult' 1 
blindness.

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"Sy ISRAELI soldiers in Lebanon, now 
so happily dismantling their installa- 
tions in preparation for the February 
18 withdrawal, may not find life 
/more pleasant along the new line. 
For seme it could be worse. Even 
after Israel completes the withdraw- 
alto the international border, com- 
bat units are most likely to be sent 
back into Lebanon, dine and again. 

The new line starts off along a 
natural obstacle - the Latani River. It 
swerves north until it meets the pre- 
. seht line northwest of Jezzine. Thus 
Israel retains the Ansar detention 
pantp, the Arnoun Heights and the 
predominantly Shi’ite town of Naba- 
tija, a constant trouble spot. 

The new line is more difficult to 
protect than the Awali River line. 

* After fording its sometimes cold and 
"fast flowing waters, enemy squads 
had to avoid a string of Christian 
villages before reaching “friendly 
territory.” The new line, however, 
passes through the Shi’ite zone and is 
only partially based on any natural 
boundary. It is not to include forti- 
fications or installations. 

Shortly after the cabinet decided 
on the withdrawal, an authoritative 
■ military source made it clear to de- 
fence reporters that the new line 
‘ should not be held for long. “If we’ll 
have to stay in Lebanon, we’ll have 
to consider a different line,” be 
stressed. 

■Nevertheless senior officers said 
they believed that despite the draw- 
backs, it is better to withdraw than 
remain in areas like Sidon. Time is 
working against us, it was said. The 
longer Israel stays there, the more 
the Shi’ites will hate us. Defence 
■ Minister Yitzhak Rabin asserted. 

RABIN HAD put off recommend- 
ing a unilateral withdrawal until he 
was sure there was no chance of 
reaching a political agreement with 
the Lebanese Government, but 
Rabin decided to make every effort 
to reach an agreement. 

Eventually Rabin, too, gave up 
hope, and the question was whether 
Israel should stay put and pay an 
increasingly high price in blood or 
pull out and hope for a modus viven- 
di, even if that means an occasional 
attack on Galilee. 

t The hope that the Shi'ites will 
; t keep the peace is based on the 

* assumption that most of them just 
want Israel out of their country, and 
do not intend to carry the battle into 
Israel to help the Palestinians. 

Rabin told defence reporters in a 
recent luncheon that “I haven’t lost 
hope that (it is) our presence in 
South Lebanon, and not a struggle 
against Israel perse, that is the main 
motive of most of the perpetrators 
(of the attacks on the IDF).” 

Shortly before the June 1982 inva- 
sion, the Shi’ites had fought bloody 
artillery and machine-gun battles 
with : the PLCfc' According to some 
reports, PLO men were even afraid 
to travel at night along certain roads. 
This was certainly a change from the 
way the Shi’ites in South Lebanon 
. originally welcomed Palestinian re- 
‘ fugees. They lived in the same areas, 
and both groups shared a feeling of 
being a downtrodden people. But 
after the “Black September’’ in 
1970, when the PLO was forced out 
of Jordan, its men emerged as virtual 
rulers of the area. PLO gunmen 
humiliated the Shi’ites and restricted 
their movements. r 

Palestinian attacks oh Israel ex- 
posed villages to Israeli bombings, 
and the villagers blamed the PLO for 
the deaths and destruction. “For the 
Shi’ite villagers, it was easier to hate 
the Palestinians next to you who 
brought the (Israeli) plane than it 
*^ias to hate an Israeli whom you 
never saw," a foreign expert notes. 

The Shi'ite Amal militia carried 
the brunt of the fighting against the 
PLO but were too weak to dislodge

THAT EXPLAINS why the Shi’ites 
welcomed the IDF tanks and 
armoured personnel carriers in June 
1982. In a paper presented to a TeJ 
Aviv University conference on Shi- 
’ism last month, Clinton Bailey, who 
had been the Defence Ministry’s 
adviser on the Shia. said the local 
people had never even been ready to 
turn PLO personnel - Palestinians 


440,000 Lebanese and Palestinians, 
including some 230,000 Shi'ites. 

' To reduce Shi'ite hostility and to 
increase the chances for a hve-and- 
let-live relationship. Defence Minis- 
ter Rabin pressed the cabinet for a 
complete withdrawal from Lebanon. 

With no dates fixed for the second 
and third stages of the pullback and 
with the need for a cabinet decision 
on each move, the withdrawal re-

and Lebanese - over to the Israeli 
forces. 

The Shi'ites had expected Israel to 
stay in Lebanon for three or four 
months, establish a stable and 
friendly government in Beirut and 
gp home. 

But then winter came, and 
another winter, and so on with no 
sign that Israel was budging. Friction 
increased at first over the detention 
of 2.000 Shi'ites at Ansar and over 
Major Sa’ad Haddad's Israeli- 
backed mili tias which were often 
arbitrary and unbridled. “To many 
people, this was but a new version of 
the PLO's hated excesses, this time 
under Israeli authority/’ Bailey 
observed. 

When Syrian-instigated attacks 
mounted, Israel resorted to mass 
detention, house searches and road- 
blocks .-which increased Shi'ite aHir 
mesity... The situation’ worsened in a 
vicious cycle, and then came the 
November 4, 1983 suicide raid on the 
military government headquarters in 
Tyre. That led to the closure of the 
Awali river crossing points, which 
linked the south with Beirut. 

“The bases of the southern eco- 
nomy collapsed. It was this event 
. that finally smashed the last friendly 
sentiments toward Israel.” Bailey 
says. 

SOURCES HERE believe that the 
Shi’ites today are doing all they can 
to attack the Israeli forces. If there 
were only 70 attacks a month, it was 
not for lack of desire. 

“As long as the IDF remains in 
Lebanon, we’ll be a target for 
attacks.” a senior officer predicts 
sadly. 

It seems as though Israel clob- 
bered one enemy -the PLO- only to 
find itself facing another lethal one. 

The February 18 withdrawal will 
still leave the IDF in control of some 


solution was largely of a declarative 
nature. 

Rabin could probably have won 
stronger Likud support had be 
tabled a proposal for a partial with- 
drawal only and some time later 
recommended another decision to 
“straighten out lines.” The decision 
in principle was, however, important 
enough to Rabin to give up the 
attempt to win over some of the six 
Likud ministers who voted against 
the plan.

’ It .wifi. 'most - definitely pot be 
enough for the fanatic organizations 
based in the Syrian-controlled north- 
ern Bekaa. Hizballah, headed by 
Muhammad Hussein FadlaiJah, and 
Islamic Amal. led by Hussein Musa- 
wi, may want to carry the battle on to 
Israel proper. But the extremists are 
a minority among the Shia, and 
command the support of only 20 per 
cent of the community, according to 
Bailey. 

Wbat cannot be known for certain 
is what the moderates in the main- 
stream Amal will do. and whether 
they can restrain the extremists. 

On the one hand, Amal should 
logically opt for peace and quiet. 
Most Shi’ites want to improve their 
economic situation, send their 
tobacco up north and raise their level 
of education. A continued struggle 
in which the population could be 
exposed to Israeli reprisals would 
jeopardize their prospects of econo- 
mic and social advancement. Before 
the 19S2 invasion, the villagers had 


proved they did not want to expose 
themselves to Israeli raids. 

But, on the other hand. Amal's 
leader, Nabih Bern, must consider 
the opposition in his movement and 
is likely to approve some operations 
to prove that he. too. is fighting. 

Moreover, many Shi’ites' will re- 
main under Israeli rule after Febru- 
ary 18. The second stage of the 
pullback is contemplated for next 
spring, and there is no date for the 
third, final, stage. In other words, 
not all Shi'ites will be "liberated'' 
□ow, so for tbem there is a strong 
incentive to continue fighting. 

Even if Bern opts for peace and 
quiet, he may not be able to prevent 
extremists from calling the shots. 
There is no clear basis for predic- 
tions - just some basis for guess- 
work. 

In West Beirut extremists had fre- 
quently tried to undermine Amal's 
authority by violating cease-fires 
that Bern had accepted. Presumably 
they would do the same in the south, 
which would force Amal to decide 
whether to try to restrain them. 

In Beirut Amal was apparently 
doing just that. One encouraging 
sign is that the fanatics, despite their 
ruthless competition and bitter cri- 
ticism of Amal. have never turned 
their weapons against it. not even in 
retaliation for actions taken against 
them. “Syria, apparently, has not 
been interested in a civil war among 
the Shi 'ites. ” Bailey observes. 

Some events may nevertheless be 
beyond Amal's control. Small bands 
of terrorists could attack Israeli ' 
troops, leading to more restrictive 
measures and more Arab hostility in 
a spiral of measures and counter- 
measures involving an ever- 
increasing number of villages. 

An internecine war following the 
IDFs withdrawal could be even 
worse. Lebanese militias fighting to 
fill the vacuum might appeal to the 
PLO for help, opening the door for 
the latter’s return. That is how the 
Palestinians made it back to parts of 
the Shouf following the Israeli with- 
drawal in September 1983. 

THE BEST alternative from Israel's 
point of view would be an arrange- 
ment in which Shi'ite areas would be 
handed over to Amal in exchange for 
an undertaking for it to prevent 
terrorist attacks. After all. Israel 
wants to get out of Lebanon no less 
than Amal wants to see us get out. 

This is where the Syrians figure in. 
Damascus is adamant that Israel pull 
back without any political gain from

note by calling for an intellectual 
action group to attack Zionism's 
enemies in the United Nations, on 
television networks and other hiding 
places. 

No less firm, though somewhat 
more- moderate, was Professor 
Menachem Milson of the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem, who en- 
joyed the unusual perspective of a 
year’s service as top civil administra- 
tor for Judea and Samaria. 

A handsome man, sporting a 
trademark neck scarf and not una- 
ware of his boyish charm, Milson 
made a persuasive case for his move- 
ment. The Way to Peace ( Haderech 
L‘ Shalom). It calls for the en- 
couragement of and negotiations 
with non-PLO Palestinians to begin 
the process of a just West Bank 
settlement. 

Moving further to the left, witty 
and sharp-tongued Rabbi Arthur 
Herzberg, vice president of the 
World Jewish Congress, traced the 
intellectual history and impact of 
Zionism. He warned against the ero- 
sion of the middle ground in Jewish 
life (”We live in an age of the shekel 
and bikini"), assimilation 
(“Whenever Jews live in an open 
society, by the third generation one 
out of three intermarry”), and 
problem-solving as the raison d’etre 
of Diaspora Judaism ( ‘ I have a 
nightmare that peace comes to the 
Middle East and the Russians and 
Ethiopians let all their Jews go. 


What would our organized Jewish 
communities do?). 

Among the hundreds of ideas dis- 
cussed. none proved more heretical 
(at least in academic circles) than 
that put forward by Rabbi Reuven 
Kimelman, a brilliant 40-year old 
Professor of Talmud and Midrash at 
Brandeis University. 

With blinding speed and tightly- 
argued logic, Kimelman lauded 
fund-raising as the binding basis of 
American Judaism, described 
United Jewish Appeal and Federation 
campaigns as the largest Jewish out- 
reach programmes, and affirmed 
that donations provided individual 
American Jews both with a sense of 
Jewish self-identification and a 
“vote” within the Diaspora com- 
munity. 

In what may well have been the 
most useful recommendation of the 
meeting, Kimelman proposed that in 
any upcoming seminars on the Jew- 
ish or Zionist future, academicians 
be joined by an equal number of 
fund-raisers and large givers. 

BETWEEN lectures, participants 
divided into workshops, of which the 
liveliest dealt with Israel-Diaspora 
relations. Heated debates on the 
“centrality of Israel vs. equal Israel- 
Diaspora partnership,” and "Israel 
as an end in itself vs. Israel as an 
instrument for the continuity of Jew- 
ish life everywhere” proved incon- 
clusive. The venerable question on 
the difference between an American 


Zionist who doesn't make aliya and 
the typical Diaspora Jew who sup- 
ports Israel was once more debated. 

Tbe general tone of the discus- 
sion. however, clearly indicated that 
the days of the Diaspora's unques- 
tioning acceptance of Israel's lead- 
ership are rapidly waning, if they 
have not already passed. 

It was left ro Avraham Schenker. a 
veteran leader of the World Zionist 
Organization and head of its Depart- 
ment of Development and Com- 
munity Services, frequently to recall 
the debaters to the purpose of tbe 
seminar and the realities of Zionist 
politics and organizational structure. 

He stressed Zionism's responsibil- 
ity for Jewish rights and survival 
everywhere in the world and warned 
that the "creative continuity” of the 
Jewish people could not be left to 
professional fund-raisers. 

As godfather of the seminar con- 
cept, the avuncular Schenker track- 
ed the academic study groups to 
their beginnings five years ago under 
the auspices of the World Zionist 
Organization. 

Currently, there are 20 study 
groups throughout the world, in- 
cluding seven in the United States 
(New York. Boston, Philadelphia. 
Washington D.C., Chicago. San 
Francisco and Los Angeles) and two 
in Canada. 

Six chapters are active in South 
America, two in South Africa, and 
others in Amsterdam, Paris and 
London, with a Madrid group in 
formation. The Israeli group is led 
by ex-President Ephraim Katzir, 
Professor Moshe Davis of the Heb- 
rew University and Dr. Geoffrey 
Wigoder. 

Following the North American 
conference, similar regional meet- 
ings are scheduled for Europe and 
Latin America in the spring. The 
deliberations of the various Di- 
aspora groups will be brought 
together at the second International 
Conference of the Continuing Semi- 
nars on Zionists Thought, set for 
July 22-25 of this year ii> Jerusalem. 


its invasion. 

Because Syria controls the Bekaa. 
which has one of the three Shi'ite 
concentrations in Lebanon, it can 
influence the local Amal leaders to 
echo its views at the movement's 
headquarters in Beirut. Damascus 
has used that leverage. 

"The only condition that Syria 
posed for being benign toward Amal 
was that it have no contact with 


Israel whatsoever,” says Bailey. 

That explains why Beni has been 
ever so careful to have do personal 
contacts with Israeli officials nor to 
allow senior Amal personnel in the 
south to do so. On his order, con- 
tacts on day-to-day problems with 
the IDF were on a low-key basis. 

Amal will also have to decide how 
to react to Palestinian will to con- 
tinue fighting. There are some 


60.000 Palestinians in the area Israel 
will vacate next month. There are 
4G,U0U more (mainly in the refugee 
camps near Tyre) in the area Israel 
will still retain. There is some coop- 
eration between Amal and the 
Palestinians. 

Obviously it would be impossible 
ro prevent ail attacks on Galilee. 
Even with the IDF in South Leba- 
non. the enemy launched more than 
a dozen Katvusha attacks since June 
1982. 

But experts do not anticipate a 
PLO buildup in the near future. 

ISRAELI defence sources maintain 
that the PLO’s infrastructure in 
Southern Lebanon is smashed. Be- 
fore the Lebanon war. Shi'ite villa- 
gers were forced to shelter and feed 
Palestinian terrorists but now the 
Shi'ires are in a better position to 
resist them. 

Events in West Beirut bear that 
out. The Shi'ites are very firm about 
restricting the PLO to .the Palesti- 
nian camps. There is a beginning of a 
PLO infrastructure in Sabra. Shu til la 
and Burj el-Brajneh. but the Shi'ites 
prevent the PLO from extending its 
influence. 

After Amal took over West Beirut 
last February, it prevented Abu 
Mussa (the chief of the Fatah rebels) 
from entering. 

Amal militiamen often visited 
their homes for checks, and during 
the past half year there have been 
several clashes between Amal and 
PLO groups in which Amal confis- 
cated PLO arms. 

But whether a very decentralized, 
underground organization, such as 
Amal is in the south, can curb the 
PLO’s men remains to be seen.

Both are fully linked, and after 
two years, the saver is exempt from- 
paying income taxes, and enjoys a 
linked annual interest rate which 
rises from 2.5 per cent after two 
years to 4 per cent at the end of eight 
years. 


The first is based on the children's 
allowance paid monthly by the 
National Insurance Institute into his 
bank account. The wage-earner may 
earmark all this sum. or a percentage 
of it. for the savings scheme, and he 
can change the amount every three 
months. . 

The second scheme is similar, 
allowing the wage earner to set aside 
a specific amount of his wages each 
month.

- Loans by 
the International Monetary Fund to 
countries in financial trouble drop- 
ped sharply last year as the fund’s 
conditions grew tougher, according 
to a report made public this week. 

The fund is owned by 148 govern- 
ments. with the largest number of 
votes cast by the U.S. and its world 
headquarters in Washington. Unlike 
most international organizations, it 
has the power to require policy- 
changes by the governments it helps. 

Loans in 1984 amounted to appro- 
ximately S7.1 billion compared with 
a peak of S13-35b. in 19S3. The fund 
estimates that each dollar of its rv. n 
made possible the lending of another 
$7 by banks. 

Beginning in 1979 with a loan to 
Turkey, the fond has been refusing 
to risk its own money except as part 


of a package in which other lenders 
join. 

The official “IMF Memorandum" 
dated yesterday said that 88.8 per 
cent of the fund’s loans in 1984 - 
So. 55b. worth - were "subject to 
relatively strong economic policy 
conditions." That was true of only 73 
per cent - $9.75b. - in 1983 and 61 
per cent in 1982. 

The publication did not give de- 
tails of the conditions, which are 
designed to put a country into better 
shape to pay its debts. They often 
require a government to devalue its 
currency, to bring down inflation, to 
cu: its spending - especially on sub- 
sidies for food' and other consumer 
goods - and io take other measures 
shat can put it into deep political 
trouble. 

Last year the government of the 


Dominican Republic blamed the 
fund’s requirements for price in- 
creases that brought riots in which 
more than 50 people were killed. 

At the end of the year, the fund 
had loan arrangements in effect with 
33 countries from Argentina to Zam- 
bia and including the world's two 
biggest debtors - Brazil and Mexico. 
Brazil and Mexico have longer-term 
arrangements than most of the 
others. 

The memorandum reported that 
in the third quarter of last year 
inflation took another jump in the 
poor countries, despite the fund’s 
efforts to hold prices down. 

The annual rate for the July- 
August period was 62 percent, com- 
pared with 46.3 per cent in the same 
period the year before. 

The highest inflation was in Boli- 


via. where price increases reached 
an annual rate of 1001. 1 per cent last 
summer, and Argentina with 655.3 
per cent. 

Inflation was down to a 4.6 per 
cent annual rate for the quarter in 
the richer industrial countries.

DACCA (AP). - Six years after 
being expelled for signing the Camp 
David accords with Israel and the 
U.S.. Egypt on Saturday was read- 
mitted to the Islamic Development 
Bank. 

An IDB spokesman told a news 
conference after the first days of the 
ninth annual meeting of the bank’s 
board of directors that some coun- 
tries had raised objections to Egypt’s 
readmission.

ANSWER: The value of sterling has 
been affected initially by the soft- 
ness of ofi prices worldwide.

On balance, I con- 
tinue to favour m aintaining currency 
in the U.S. dollar, with its relatively 
favourable high interest rates.

ANSWER: The three-dav drop fit 
share prices on the Tel Aviv Stoqk 
Exchange, which meant losses of 
about 25 per cent or more, was an.

the market. Moreover, Thave beesC 
very much influenced by some of the 
observations of Prof. Irving Kristol 
who recently visited Israel. Kristol, 
who is a John. M. Olin professor of 
Social Thought at the NYU Gradu- 
ate School of Business puts it veiy 
p lainl y: “The two iron laws of econo- 
mics - one might call them Krutoi's 
laws -are: (a) what must happen will 
happen, and (b) what can't happen 
won't happen. Both laws can tie 
summed up in a single principle: 
There are no mirades in economics. 


QUESTION: Most of my bank 
shares have been frozen, in my case 
for two years, and the balance left as 
regular bank shares. I assume that 
the frozen shares are part of- the 
“arrangement" and cannot be li- 
quidated err negotiated until the 
maturity date. I cannot understand 
why the regular bank shares are 
referred to as shares of the “arrange- 
ment” h anks . What is the signifi- 
cance of this if these regular bank 
shares could be just quoted as shares 
of the bank in question, without 
referring to the “arrangement?” 


Kristol futher suggests that it is 
economic nonsense that the recently 
instituted wage and price controls 
have resulted in gaining coritrol over 
inflation. He suggests that such con- 
trols only repress inflation cempof- 
arily and ensure that, eventually, it 
will erupt with even greater and 
more malignant force. Combining 
these thoughts with a very disturbing 
tendency of sharply dropping fore- 
ign currency reserves, leads me to .- 
re-evaluate my formerly optimistic ■’* 
view about accumulating shares 
which are “grossly undervalued "’ 
What passes for investment wisdom 
on stock exchanges in other parts of 
the world, may prove to be sheer 
nonsense here, in the foreseeable 
future. To summarize my view, 
“Cash your chips while you can.” -

Stocks rise during J anuar y 
despite the Balas collapse

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. - Despite the “Balas 
Collapse” of the Stock Market to- 
wards the end of January, the value 
of all stocks rose by 3 per cent over 
the past month (or by $170 million) 
to stand at $6.5 billion, according to 
Sfecuriteam, a financial consultancy 
firm. The recovery of the market 
continued during the first few days of 
February. 

‘Securiteam notes that the 10 
largest “free shares” constitute 13 
per cent of the market, and if the 
•■arrangement” shares are excluded, 
these 10 constitute 38 per cent of the 
market. 

As for the banks in the “arrange- 
ment,’ 1 Hapoalim lost 1 per cent in 
January, to stand at Sl,362xn.; Bank 
Leumi remained firm at $1 ,219m. 
l.D.B. gained 1 per cent to stand at 
S630m. 

' Discount lost 2 per cent to stand at 
S469m; Mizrahi gained 1 per cent to 
S361m; while Igud remained firm at 
$l03m. 


The “Big 10” free shares did much 
better. Dead Sea rose by 16 per cent 
to $212m.; Elbit gained two per cent 
to $113m.; Elron rose by 18 per cent 
to $106m.; Gal (Israel) gained 1 2 
percentto$86m.; 

First International rose by seven 
per cent to $80m.; l.D.B. Develop- 
ment gained one per cent to J68m.; 
Industrial Development bank rose 
by 7 per cent to S57m.; Sole! Boneh 
soared by 31 per cent to $46m. ; Gal 
Industries lost eight- per cent to $44 
m. , while Koor soared by 48 per cent 
to S43m. 

If the various categories are consi- 
dered, then mortgage banks rose by 
8 per cent to $S3m.; financial insti 
tutes lost 4 per cent to $90m.; insur- 
ance companies lost 7 per cent to 
$89m.; Trade and Industry gained 2 
percent to $135m. 

Land development rose by 13 per 
cent to $285 m. ; industrials gained 12 
per cent to $ 1,084m.; investment 
companies rose by 5 per cent to 
$1 .084; and petroleum research rose 
by 21 per cent to $23m.

wires, a source said the burglars 
knew that by first cutting the tele- 
phone wires leading into the build- 
ing, other cut alarm wires would 
appear to be malfunctions rather 
than signals of a break-in. 

The Post has learned that on Friday 
night, the apparent night of the bank 
burglary, some 70 Jerusalem alarm 
malfunctions due to the stormy 
weather were- routinely recorded on 
the computer monitor in the base- 
ment of Jerusalem Police headquar- 
ters. 

. Usually from 23 to SO such mal- 
functions are reported nightly, but 
the stormy weather probably 'knock- 
ed out most of the systems that were 
inoperative on Friday night. 

All alarm systems in the country 
r are based on Bezek's communica- 
tions network' “Just as your tele- 
phone can go awry, so can the 
alarm system, because of Bezek's 
equipment,’' said a source. 

„ Police procedure is to send out a 
patrol car when there is an alarm, 
.and, according to police sources, 
Bezek is reasonable for the treat- 
ment of malfunctions. “Usually they 
have a daily maintenance of the 
communications equipment on 
which alarm systems are based.” it 
was reported. 

1 It was learned that banks general- 
ly have three alarm systems, ail 
based on Bezek telephone-company 


lines. In the case of the Bank 
Hapoalim branch burglary, the 
alarm line that reports directly to the 
police “was cut at precisely the spot 
where it would show up on the 
terminal equipment as a malfunction 
and not as an actual alarm.” The 
Post was told. 

The other two alarm systems - both 
operated by the Moked 99 alarm com- 
pany with Bezek Ones. The Post was 
told worked' perfectly on. Sunday 
morning when the burglary was disco- 
vered, indicating to the police that the 
burglars had either keys or expert 
knowledge of the alarm system. One of 
those two alarms is connected directly 
to die bank’s own security system, 
based in Tel Aviv, and die otter is a 
“public alarm,* * the type that rings a 
loud bell to wake neighbours when set 
off. 

Before the police begin ana- 
lyzing why the alarm systems did not 
create an alert, they first want to 
catalogue the evidence found at the 
scene. So far they have found-a few 
muddy footprints, hairs, fingerprints 
and hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, French francs, German marks 
and jewels left behind by the burg- 
lars. 

Some 40 top laboratory, electro- 
nics and alarm-system experts are 
working on the case, but this number 
is 'expected to dwindle within- a-few 
days.

Black dollar rises under 
threat of shekel devaluation

TEL AVIV. - Reports of an im- 
pending devaluation of the shekel 
yesterday afternoon sent the price of 
the black market dollar up by about 
20 shekels in the greater Lilienblum 
street area. 

And as evening approached, the 
dealers became more and more hesi- 
tant about selling, preferring to stall 
clients until the rumours of the de- 
valuation turned into reality or not. 

On Friday morning, the dollar (in 
large bills) was selling for about 
ISO, or about 20 percent above the 
representative rate. That evening, it ■ 
rose to IS840 - it generally jumps 
shortly before the weekend, for in 


the past most major devaluations 
have been carried out over the 
weekend. But on Sunday morning it 
settled back to about ISS30. 

Yesterday morning the .price re- 
mained at IS830. but it rose gradual- 
ly during the day until it reached 
IS850, which is about 23 per cent 
above the representative rate. 

However, the official rate for 
banknotes in the banks yesterday 
(that is, the bank's selling rate) was 
about IS701. and Israelis going 
abroad must add 15 per cent tax. 
Thus, the difference between the 
'‘travellers” dollar and the black 
market dollar is only a few percen- 
tage points. 


Citrus fruit boss attacks 
organized smear campaign

TEL AVIV. - The staff committee 
of the Gtrus Fruit Marketing Board 
called yesterday for an objective 
committee of experts to look into the 
worsening situation facing the citrus 
industry. 

Amnon Shmueli, chairman of the 
committee, declared that the gov- 
ernment. the middlemen and others 
have been using the board's em- 
ployees as a scapegoat to exonerate 
themselves from blame for the prob- 
lems they are faring. 

“At first, we didn't take it serious- 
ly when we read that we were para- 
sites or a hump on the industry’s 
back." he said. "But after a while, 
we realized that we were the victims 
of an organized smear campaign." 

“If the growers are earning less 
today than they did a few years ago 
because of inflation and because of 
the relationship between European 


currencies and the dollar, the gov- 
ernment's easiest way out is to" say 
we're inefficient and that it's our 
fault. 

"If the grower complains to his 
contractor that he hasn't received his 
money on time, the contractor finds 
it convenient to say we haven't paid 
him - even if we’ send out all the 
cheques promptly every Thurs- 
day. 

He said the number of employees 
at the Board has decreased from 
over 359 in 1979-80 to 194 today, 
though the decrease in exports over 
the same period was only from 44 
million crates to 37m.

Rising shares signal market boom 


TEL AVTV. - The stock market 
"boomed" yesterday. Dozens of 
shares rose by 10 per cent or more: 
and scores by 5 per cent or more. 

The general index rose by only 
1.S5 per cent, but the index of the 
free shares rose by 5.64 per cent, and 
the "small" rise in the general index 
is due to the fact that the arrange- 
ment shares were firm, with a 
tendency- ro rise (by only 0.11%). 

The r boom' was due to three 
factors. Firstly there was the rumour 
which gained impetus in the business 
community during the day that a 
large devaluation of the shekel was 
inevitable, and that it mighr be 
announced at any moment. 

Therefore, there was a switch 
from shekels into any other invest- 
ment as soon as possible. Since the 
arrangement shares have been rising 
quite strongly in the past few days, 
the trend yesterday was to get into 
shares and bonds, especially those 
linked to. or traded in. foreign cur- 
rency. 

Thus, although the genera! index 
of all bonds rose by 3.85 per cent, 
□one of the index-linked rose by 
even 1 per cent, bur those traded in 
foreign currency rose by 5.34 per 
cent. 

Bonds linked 100 per cent to the 
dollar h ad a turnove r of I S 1 0 million . 
almost half of all the turnover in 
bonds. 

Moreover, the commercial banks 
reported that there was a rush to buy 
patam - dollar equivalent shekels. 
One bank reported that some $50m. 
was bought yesterday in all the banks 
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while another placed the figure as 
high as $70m. and rapidly climbing 
upwards. 

The second factor was more in- 
teresting. Another large investor 
appeared to be suddenly active on the 
stock market yesterday, buying only 
those shares with a good "solid" 
basis, which were selling at below 
value prices. 

This man was said to be from 
South America and was working 
together with a friend or partner 
from Spain. 

Reports said he was placing his 
orders through the Mizrahi Bank. 
But a bank spokesman said he 
“knew nothing about it." Other re- 
ports said the man was working 
through a private brokerage firm. 

A third factor should also be men- 
tioned: David Balas. Reports that he 
had straightened out all his affairs 
are circulating constantly. 

“If he ever had any intention of 
dumping shares, it has passed." one 
broker said. 

Ar any rate, all these factors 
together’ created an atmosphere 
similar to the pre-"Balas Crash" 
days. 

Offers to buy came pouring in. 
and if 30 shares fell in price, exactly 
11 times that many rose in price. 


There were 69 "buyers only" and 
no sellers only. 

Merkaz Hakablanim (listed as 
contractors) rose by an enormous 
41.4 per cent, after almost one mil- 
lion shares (nominal value) were 
demanded. 

Other rises above 10 per cent 
included Data, up by 19 per cent. 
Darar. Pecker Plada and Sismica. ail 
up by almost 15 per cent. 

As for the various categories, ev- 
erything rose, with the slightest rise 
being the arrangement shares, up bv 
only 0.11 per cent. 

Those categories which took a bad 
beating in past days, made the fastest 
recovery. For example. Chemicals 
Rubber and Plastics rose by S.38 per 
cent: General Investment Com- 
panies. up by 7.66 per cent: Trade 
and Services, up by 7.26 per cent: 
and Industrial Investment Com- 
panies. rose by 6.55 per cent.

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The grim grammar 

THE DEATH of a Jewish flower-grower from Kfar Sava, who 
had a petrol-bomb hurled at his car near Kalkilya ten days ago, 
has helped trigger another outcry about the increasing threat of 
Arab terrorism that must be put down at once and with the 
utmost severity. That response will be intensified by yester- 
day's killing in RamaJIah when a reservist was shot at point- 
blank range by a terrorist. 

Leaders of the settlers in Judea and Samaria have compared 
their present security situation to that of the army in Southern 
Lebanon and of Gush Etzion in the 194S war - and they have 
issued an ultimatum of sorts to the government and the IDF: 
crack down on the terrorists, or face the prospect of vigilante 
action by the settlers to restore law and order in their areas. 

This reaction has met with a measure of criticism, even 
among their admirers. One of their political patrons, Vice- 
Premier Yitzhak Shamir, has called it publicly “hysterical and 
harmful." Prime Minister Shimon Peres, speaking in the 
cabinet, passed word to the settlers that they would be 
protected by the IDF, but that they would not be allowed to 
take the law into their own hands. 

It is doubtful whether such gentle rapping on the knuckles 
will impress the settlers. To them, army statistics showing that 
there has not been any appreciable rise recently in the incidence 
of terrorism are beside the point. 

What the settlers are after is complete safety through the 
total eradication not only of terrorism, but all acts of resistance, 
including stone-throwing - and never mind how. They seem to 
believe that the government owes it to them, for it is they who 
embody the true spirit of Zionism today by settling up the heart 
of historic Israel. Judea and Samaria. 

The impertinence of this claim is breath-taking, but charac- 
teristic. When it was started, on a massive scale, under the aegis 
of a Likud administration, the settlers' enterprise was pre- 
sented as the best guarantee of Israel's security against Arab 
hostility. By rubbing out the Green Line it would, so it was 
reasoned, convince the Palestinians that they had no hope of 
ever restoring the West Bank to Arab rule - thus crushing the 
expectations of the terrorists, and terrorism itself. 

In facr. the country’s military resources had to be extended 
beyond reasonable limit to defend the settlements, many of 
which were no better than dummy villages. Whenever there 
was an incident, this became the signal for setting up more 
settlements, even inside Arab cities, so as to impress on their 
people the Jews' unalterable resolve- to keep Judea and Samaria 
as their own patrimony. 

When this still failed to stamp out terrorism, underground 
groups of settlers resorted to counter-terror. It didn't work, at 
least not for long. The authorities tried harsh measures of 
repression, which proved effective only for a while. The war in 
Lebanon - described by the former chief of general staff as “the 
war for Eretz Yisrael" - made a scant contribution to the cause, 
but then stone throwing was resumed. 

Some people on the left have concluded from all this that 
terrorism will disappear when the Palestinian question has been 
solved politically. The experience of Northern Ireland should 
have taught them a different lesson. But it is at least equally 
absurd to anticipate the ending of terrorism by deportations, 
death sentences and the creation of “facts on the ground.” 

If Mr. Shamir will not do it, for he is too much the settlers’ 
friend. Mr. Peres should make it clear to them that, while the 
protection of their persons is the present government’s duty, 
the promotion of their programme is not.

The “Egyptian loophole" has 
been plugged by the introduction of 
a IS35.Q00 travel tax for journeys to 
Egypt. Both of these changes in the 
travel-tax regulations are tempor- 
ary. and will be in force until next 
October 16. Thereafter, the tax will 
revert to the current S 100 level. 

The tax will be updated after every 
price index, i.e. on the 16th of each 
month, starting this month. 

Again, in addition to discouraging 
some foreign travel, the extra tax is 
expected to earn the Treasury S50m. 

Airline and ship tickets will be 
subject to the existing 15 per cent 
levy on imported services, but only 
after the necessary legislation has 
been passed by the Knesset. The 
Treasury intends to present the bill for 
Knesset" approval tomorrow. 

The long-mooted tax on private 
cars, as well as yachts and planes, will 
be increased from Z to ? per cent. 
This. too. required a special law. 
which will also be presented for its 
first reading tomorrow. This is ex- 
pected to bring in $55m. more than 
originally planned, and will bring to 
S2S5ir.. the total income from the tax- 
on property. 

T rensury proposals for still stiffer 
measures, including a tax on apart- 
ments and a heftier increase in travel 
tax. were apparently rejected by the 

cabinet. 

Rep resen atari's es of foreign air- 
iint> \ ester day warned the govern- 
ment that increasing the travel tax 
might eventually hurt Israel's own 
tourist business. 

The foretgn lines, which claim to 
carry st'i per cent of the traffic to and 
from Israel, noted that a sizeable 
drop in the number of Israelis 
travelling abroad would cause the 
airlines either to cut the number of 
flight* in Israel or to use smaller 
planes. 


Another government move, this 
time .involving the Bank of Israel, 
changes the terms of the popular 
Patam dollar-Iinked savings 
accounts. Deposits for less than one 
year will cease to bear interest. Ex- 
isting deposits will earn the interest 
fixed for them but will not be renew- 
able on maturity for less than one 
year. 

No change will be made in Patam 
current-account regulations. 

To offset the negative impact of 
this change in Patam deposits, the 
Bank of Israel intends to begin 
issuing short-term dollar-Iinked gov- 
ernment bonds. Maturing after two 
years, they will be the shortest-dated 
government linked bonds. They and 
the Gil boa bonds, as well as dollar- 
Iinked savings schemes, will have 
their half-yearly interest rates fixed 
in line with Eurodollar interest rates, 
rather than Patam interest rates as 
hitherto. The effective rate of in- 
terest will remain unchanged, de- 
spite this alteration. 

The public responded predictably 
to the long period of planning that 
preceded the new measures. A" huge 
demand for every form of linked- 
assets. particularly dollar-Iinked in 
expectation of a devaluation, 
emerged throughout the capital mar- 
ket. and spilled over into the black 
market and the shops as well. The 
commercial banks' foreign-currency 
departments experienced heavy 
buying of Patam dollars, totalling 
some $50m. yesterday morning.

The vast' funds which the PLO 
channelled into Lebanon prior to the 
war could partially compensate for 
the overall escape of capital and for 
the destruction of the country's eco- 
nomy. 

During the war. whatever was left 
of that capital was funnelled first into 
Amman and then into Nicosia. 
Those two cities have prospered at 
the expense of Lebanon, once the 
financial and commercial centre of 
the Middle East. It is reasonable to 
assume that Lebanon's leaders, who 
also happen to be its wealthy class, 
will attempt to recoup Beirut’s for- 
tunes. The reinstatement of the PLO 
there would not help this effort, as 
the leaders know only too well. 

THERE IS a good chance, there- 
fore. that the renewed weakness of 
the PLO and Lebanese interests will 
combine to prevent a return to tbe 
former situation. But Israel cannot 
allow itself to stand by. hands in 
pocker. waiting for this to happen. 
There are alsoTnany outside factors 
that can impede any logical process. 
Israel will therefore have to continue 
to rely mainly on the kind of power 
that will wield influence and prevent 
deadly deeds against it. Such a 
power is the South Lebanon Army 
under the command of General 
Antoine Lahad. 

'When the South Lebanon force was 
led by Sa’ad Haddad, it contributed 
a great deal to Israel's security in the 
north. The power of Haddad's units 
was derived from two sources: the 
IDFs support and the reciprical 
relations between them and the local 
Shi'ite populations. 

The latter "were based on the recip- 
rocal system of relations between 
governments and their people 
according to accepted patterns with- 


in Arab society in general and within 
Lebanon in particular. Haddad de- 
manded unswerving loyalty of this 
population and. in exchange, 
offered defence of life and property. 
This balance survived fOT years. 

I remember visiting the homes of 
Shi'ites in the south during the 
period preceding the Lebanon war. 
In almost every house there were 
pictures of the’ Holy Family, the 
Virgin Maty and of Christ on the 
cross. My "hosts were inclined to 
explain quite openly that these pic- 
tures on their walls bore witness to 
the fact that Haddad the Christian 
ruled the region. This, indeed, is the 
philosophy of a society with a long 
history of being conquered - a phi- 
losophy which holds survival as its 
central precept. 

THERE WERE those who did not 
play according to the rules. For inst- 
ance. residents of Kafr al-Hiam 
assisted the PLO in its attacks on 
Haddad's units. This happened only 
two years before the war broke out 
and Haddad responded by exiling 
the town's residents to the north. 

I first learned of this two weeks 
after the outbreak of the war. while I 
was with the IDF Civil Aid head- 
quarters in iSidon. Z received a de- 
legation including the district officer 
and the mayor of Nabatiye, and they 
spoke of the thousands of refugees 
who had for years fled from the PLO 
and who had now returned to their 
homes. 

They said that some 5.000 re- 
fugees' from Kafr al-Hiam who had 
been among these had been refused 
permission to reruns home. They 
were camping out in the schools in 
Nabatiye, where they were causing a 
great deal of damage to both build- 
fogs and furnishings. The delegation 
asked us to try to persuade Haddad 
to rescind his ban on the villagers. 
Eventually he agreed. 

What is interesting Here is that the 
displacement of these people was 
not widely known at the time. Had- 
dad’s soldiers are attacked by terror- 
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ists in a nearby village. He exiles its 
inhabitants and nobody knows about 
it. Why? Because it is an internal 
affair between Lebanese that fits 
locally accepted behavioural pat- 
terns. 

On the other hand, when only two 
months ago terrorists from Sukmour 
attacked Lahad's soldiers and 
friends of the dead and wounded 
stalked out to take revenge on the 
villagers , there was a great furore. 
Israel MKs demanded an investiga- 
tion: newspapers decried the event: 
and foreign correspondents reported 
it to the world. 

The difference between the two 
occurrences is clear: During the al- 
Hiam affair, the IDF was not in- 
volved and the event was regarded as 
an internal Lebanese affair conform- 
ing to established norms. But when 
the same kind of thing happened at 
Sukmour. the IDF was in Lebanon 
and Lahad's forces were suddenly 
required to act in accordance with 
Israeli norms and standards. 

The last time I met Lahad , he was 
bitter. “In your attempts to impose 
your norms on us.'* he said, “you're 
tying my soldiers hands and making 
them vulnerable to attacks.”

university, having completed their 
army service, both have spent three 
years with us in the U.S. while we 
were emissaries on behalf of the 
Jewish Agency. Their opinions on 
Rapoport's article were very similar 
to our own , their comments were too 
strong to print in a newspaper. 

The question foremost in my mind 
is, does the writer really believe that 
he has presented a true cross-section 
of opinion in Israel? Are we really to 
believe that crass materialism has 
misplaced Zionism as the main- 
stream ideology of this reborn socie- 
ty? Do all Western olim - not immig- 
rants in my terminology - put career 
first - way ahead of their desire to 
become part of the greatest event in 
Jewish history since the Exodus? 

There have been many discussions 
on the meaning of Zionism in our 
time and debates on whether Israel 
needs Western Jews more than they 
need Israel. I have often heard new 
olim who are going through an 
identity crisis ask whether they may 
have missed the boat by not having 
been here during the early years of 
the state. 

My answer to them and to Louis

Zionism would only become appa- 
rent several generations from now. 

ONE SURELY HAS to make an 
effort in order to rise above those 
factors in our daily life that are 
annoying or disturbing or do not fit 
in with our idealized opinions on 
what life in Israel should or should 
not be. 

To me, it is the being here that 
counts and I feel that it is my right 
and duty to say to every Jew who can 
join us in Israel - come and be part of 
tbe action, don't sit in the spectator's 
stands when you have the chance to 
participate in the “game" itself. 

Nothing that the Jews can do in 
the Diaspora can compare in any way 
to the very fact of being a resident 
Israeli, a citizen of a country which is 
most definitely not striving to be- 
come a “normal” society’.
